The first of the Hansford lords who appears in the pedegree 
of the family, as given by George Qrmerod in History of Cheshire is 
Henry de Honefort, (I) who received by deed (1233-37) Bosden, a ham¬ 
let in Che jhV.-eo Bis son, Henry de Honeford (note spelling) was the 
father of a third Henry de Honeford, who was living in I270« The last 
named Henry de Honeford was father of three sons *, John, Robert, and 
Geoffreyo John de Honford ( note spelling) appeared as a witness in 
matters relative to charters, dated 1315 , and it is believed that he 
died young, leaving a son by the same name-—John de Honfordo 

Geoffrey de Honford was slain by William de Hide before 1370* 
(There was a feud between the two families for more than seventy-five 
years)<, His daughter and heiress, Katherine, married Robert de Legh 
Junior and her husband received wardship and custody of her lands 
January 13, I 36 O/I 0 

John de Honford (son of Henry de Honford) married Margery, 
daughter and co-heir of William de Praers of Baddiley, and widow of 
Hugh Holto They had two sons. Sir John de Honford end William de 
Honfordo By this time the family had vast estates, holding the manors 
of Honford, Bosden, an interest in Chedle, Torkynton, and Offerton c 
After Margery’s death ( obo 2 Richard II®) , he married Elen, widow 
of Hugonis de Clayton<> John de Honford, Lord of Honford, died !<ay 
1393 „ 

Bis son, John de Honford, was knighted and received an annuity 
of one hundred shillings for life as a retainer for his services to 
the K.ing 0 He likewise, became the possessor of Honford, except for

He appeared in Prance again in 1449 as "Kessire Johan Haune- 
forde, ohevaler" and was assigned to report certain outrages to the 
King 0 He last appeared in the Plea Holls as Jonis Honford 31 Henry 
711, and he died leaving issue ; John, Thomas and Hoberto 

John Honford s Psq„ ( son of the distinguished soldier) was 
about fifty-five years old when he died in 1473 - He married ISargery, 
daughter of Sir Lawrence Waren of Polyton, a knight, and they had 
two 3 ona ; John and William. John died without children and the manor 
of Honford passed to his brother William, who had married Sybil, 

<*-* gHsor of-Scargeelo H e was slain in the battle of Floddens 
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beptember g, I 5 I 3 » in the war against the Scotch Kings 0 His only 
child und heiress was Margaret Handford, Lady of Handford, who mar 
Tied Urian Rrereton, Knight. She died on the estate before I>ay I 
Edward VI. and the manor passed into the Brereton family 0 

In reading the records, the name is spelled Hanford as often 
as Honford, and even Henfford ( Hansford) and Handford. 

In i486 Hobert, son of *Villiam de Honford of Chorley, gave his 

lands to his son and heir Hobert,. who married Agnes-and had issue 

Anne Honford ( married first, John Stanley and second, Thomas Daven¬ 
port )o Robert Davenport was her son, and Chorley Hall stayed in that 
family for four generations.(2) 

Chorley Hall too, was an ancient mansion located within a 
moat, in a quiet part of the township, west of Alderlt Edge. A narrow 
bridge connected it with the surrounding area. It was constructed of 
stone and timber and had bay windows and pointed doorways. «Vlthin the 
center of the house was a great hall, S3 was the custom in the better 
homes of that time. A hallway crossed the lower end, from the interior 
of the quadrangle to the outside of the building. 

In the Church of Cheadle, dedicated to Saint i-ary, is a large 
altar tomb within the Handford chancel. On this are recumbrant figures 
of two knights in rich piste armour. One is bare-headed; the other 
wears a helmet decorated with a wreath } and a fillet. Farther to the 
north side of this is another tomb having the figure of a third knigh ‘ 
in armour; his head rests on a helmet ornamented with a plume.(3) 

In another church within the shire, there is the Btohell Chapel 
dedicated to the Blessed Virgin. According to the will of Hobert Hons-

ford dated 1527 ( proved at Chester), he gave to the chapel some of 

: l 

his lands and "his goblett of silver and three of his 'worst silver 
spoons' with all his silver plate on his horns toward making a chal¬ 
ice for the chapel"- (4) 

In She Visitation of Cheshire 1580, made by itobert Glover 
(Somerset Herald for -illiam Slower, Rorroy king of Arms, edited by 
John -Paul Hylands; London: 1882, p 45) a part of the genealogy for 
Brereton of ilonford is given,, This also shows how kargaret, the sole 
heir and daughter of <»illlara Hanford married Urian Brereton of Han¬ 
ford, younger son of Sir Handall Brereton 0 Their sons - 4nda.ll and 
William lived at Hanford; there were three additional children.. The 
crest of *ViHiam Hanford ( being an ancient one) was "allowed to Han- 
dall Brereton of Hanford to Beere and use by me H- Glover, Somerset 
in ^ay 1584" since William Hanford's sole heir had married Sir Wil¬ 
liam Breretono 

Another estate of great beauty which has been in the family 
for centuries is <Vollashull ( spelled numerous ways)* The History of 
Worcestershire edited by J«Wo Willis-Bund and others and published by 
Westminster A. Constable and Company, London, Volo IV. tells rather 
fully about the family for several generations and also describes the 
manor house« It is most likely that the manor of Wallashull is a part 
of the land in Bckington which was bequeathed by iVulfrlc in 1002 to 
1 o. caio Thomas Hanford, who had married Margaret Hugford, was granted 
a third interest in the estate by Sir Thomas Baskervllle and Anne, hi 
wife in 1567* This gave him a total of two thirds interest which he 

held until 1578 f when the crown confiscated his property to satisfy 
his fines as a popish reousanto

Henry Hanford, who was unmarried,had 
died in 1681 0 fhe manor of 'Vallashull became the possession of Corap 
ton Hanford, who had married first, Elizabeth , only daughter and 
heir of :>ir Robert Slingsby, bsronet of Newsell3 (Herts) and niece 
of Francis, Earl of Derwentwater. In I7H he settled the manor and 
chief manor house upon his son, Edward Honford. When Compton Hanford 
died in 1722, Edward nanford inherited Wallashull and lived there un¬ 
til his death in 1766, then being succeeded by his son, Edward, who 
died unmarried in 1797. Charles Hanford, a brother of the last named 
Edward, handled the manor then, but he too, died childless in 1816 
and the estates went to a cousin, Charles Edward Hanford„ In 1354. 
Compton John Hanford succeeded his father, Charles Edward Jl-ni’nrd a 

and lived four years there until his death in I860. Being unmarried 
the property was heired by his only surviving sister, Frances who

Wooilas Hall, built on Wallashull Manor in I 6 II by John Hanfodd 
stands high on the north slope of Bredon Hill* It is an L-shaped atruc

ture, built of stone and faces the north® The prinvipal front part is 
three stories high, broken by a deeply promoting porch with a large 
gable to the east of it and tr:o smaller gables on the west® On each 
end of the front are screen walls beginning with the level of the eaves 
and reaching to the ground in a series of curves® On the round-headed 
doorway of the poroh may bo seen this inscription: "fuamorare novissima 
I 6 II"* A single story wing had been added to the west side of the great 
building® 

Among the interesting features within the hall is a fireplace 
above it a panel with a large achievement of the Hanford arms® There 
are likewise y some interesting portraits® 

The stables to the east of the main house were constructed in 
the I 7 th oentury, as was also the brew house® As has already been stat¬ 
ed, this property is now owned by Major Hobert Hanford®( 5 )

Within Holy Trinity Church in Worcestershire is a Jaoobean monu¬ 
ment to John Hanford of Wallashull, who died in 1616 , and Anne, his

Thomas Hansford was Commander-in-chief of four oounties and 
President of the Court of Sequestration©( 31 ) He is known in history 
as an aotive participant in Bacon’s Rebellion and as having been a 
martyr to the cause of American liberty© An excellent artiole writ¬ 
ten by Mrs© Annie Tucker Tyler, whioh has already been mentioned, 
pays high tribute to Thomas Hansford© Her treatise is a oompllment 
to the Hansford family© Several historians, this year (1957), have 
written most favorably about the participants in Bacon's Rebellion 
and olassroom textbooks are giving more emphasis to the stand the 
Virginians took in the interest of liberty and their right as Eng¬

Baoon's Rebellion was the first attempt of the Amerioan 
Colonists to resist with the use of arms, the designated authorities 
of the Mother Country© This happened nearly one hundred years prior 
to the adoption of the Declaration of Independence© The rebellion 
was not an attempt to establish a new or independent form of gov¬ 
ernment, but was an armed objection to the polioy of the Governor, 
Sir William Berkley, who would not make any redress for oertain

savageso Navigation laws which gave England a monopoly over the 
Anglo-American trade caused discontent among the colonistSo Reli- 
gion also played a part and the York County records show that on 
September 10, 1659» the sheriff and his deputies were ordered to 
prevent all private and other meetings of the "turbulent people" 
called Quakers© Any violation of this order meant imprisonment, yet 
some continued to ©zeroise their convictions and when Court con¬ 
vened in York County August 26, 1661 two persons ooraplained that 
"several Quakers met the 25th' instant in the woods" to which the 
Governor ordered "if these hereafter offend in like kind the said 
order be put in effectual ezeoution against her" ©(32) 

It was for such causes as these (inalienable rights we call 
them today) that Thomas Hansford united himself with several other 
leaders to protest openly against England© Nathaniel Bacon---the 
leader-—died very unexpectedly, end Thomas Hansford wa3 captured 
in Yorktown at the home of Colo George Readeo He was carried to the 
Eastern Shore of Virginia where h© was tried, convicted, and hanged 
November 13, 1676 (33) and we are told he "profeased rspentence and 
contrition for all the sins of his past life, but refused to acknow¬ 
ledge what was charged against him as rebellion to be one of these 
sins, desiring the people present to take notice that he died a loy¬ 
al subject and lover of his country and that he had never taken arms 
but for the destruction of the Indians who had murdered so many 
Christians©"(34) He further begged that ho be shot like a soldier
